Playing  the  roughest  schedule  of  any  Group  II  team  in  the 
state,  the  Falcons  quickly  got  into  the  win  column  with  a 19-0 
victory  over  Smithfield  in  their  first  game.  In  the  next  four 
weeks,  they  defeated  arch  rivals,  Poquoson  and  James  Blair, 
but  lost  to  Group  I powerhouses,  Newport  News  and  Oscar 
Smith. 

Gloucester  quickly  crushed  any  Falcon  hopes  of  winning 
the  district  championship  by  handing  York  her  1st  District  loss 
34-19.  Two  more  defeats  at  the  hands  of  District  I Group  II 
Co-champions  Northampton  and  Deep  Creek  finished  York’s 
district  record  at  3-3. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  the  Falcons  at  last  came  into  their 
own,  withholding  powerful,  heavily  favored  Group  I Warwick 
for  three  periods  but  finally  losing  a heartbreaker  7-6.
